ARKANSAS  TECH  -  Closing  out  the  season 
before  a  large  Thanksgiving  Day  crowd,  the  Warriors 
proved  their  mettle  by  upending  the  Arkansas  Tech 
Wonder  Boys,  once  the  pride  of  the  A1C.  The  Indians 
ran  all  over  the  Techsters  and  when  the  scoreboard 
quit  blinking,  it  was  33  to  6,  favor  of  ASC. 

Over  the  season,  the  Tribe  scored  a  total  of  203 
points  to  the  opposition's  125.  That's  an  average  of 
22.6  per  game,  compared  to  the  defensive  average 
of  12.9.
